Slaying 
suspect’s 
trial set

Fourteen years after the 
fatal shooting of a Romulus 
woman, a trial date has been 
set for her accused slayer 

Former Romulus resident, 
Daniel Ray Dowling, 44, is 
charged in the shooting death 
of his former live-in girlfriend 
Joanne Lincoln, 23, on Aug. 28, 
1978. He was arraigned in Feb- 
raury in 34th District Court in 
Romulus and his trial date was 
set for Nov. 2. 

Lincoln suffered head 
wounds and died two days 
later, a Wayne County deputy 
sheriff said. The suspect was 
questioned shortly after the 
shooting, but was not charged 
at the time. 

In November 1992, a former 
friend of Dowling’s supplied 
additional information and 
testimony that led to the sus- 
pect’s arrest at his place of 
business in Front Royal, Va. 

Dowling continues to claim 
the bullet that killed Lincoln 
came from outside their apart- 
ment window. 

At this point, investigators 
said, the charge against Dowl- 
ing remains an “open murder” 
complaint. Closer to the trial 
date it is expected that the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s of- 
fice will officially announce 
whether it will seek first- or 
second -degree murder or man- 
slaughter charges against the 
suspect. 

Incentive

A rumor that Romulus 
schools have been cited for as- 
bestos violations was denied 
Monday by District Supervisor 
of Maintenance and Opera- 
tions Willard (Bill) Bower. 

Bower said a series of “mis- 
information” has been called 
into the Michigan Department 
of Health in the last six weeks 
citing asbestos conditions at 
the Senior High School. 

Health officials have re- 
sponded by visiting the high 
school building three times, 
Bower said, and the strongest 
comment they have passed on 
to the school district is to in 
crease contractor awareness 
of asbestos sightings. 


In response to the comment, 
the district has offered con 
struction workers now at the 
school two-hour asbestos 
awareness training. 

Bower admitted that some 
asbestos sprayings have been 
found on beams under win- 
dows in some school rooms 
and in some other “unex 
pected” areas, but he is order 
ing that it all be removed. 

To relieve concern among

League exclusion 
sparks legal battle

When the Western Campus 
of Wayne County Community 
College (WCCC) reopens this 
fall, its focus will be the result 
of input from several Romulus 
educators and community 
leaders. 

The two year college, which 
suspended classes at the Van 
Buren Township site in Au- 
gust, 1991, was used as a tern 
porary site for Romulus J unior 
High School students during 
the renovation of their school. 

Prior to the re-opining of 
the center for the fall semes- 
ter, the Friends of the Western 
Campus Council have been 
meeting to plan strategy' for a 
successful revitalization of the 
center. 

Members of the committee 
include Romulus Adult and 
Community Education coor- 
dinator Ed Clark, Romulus Po- 
lice Chief Fred Dansby, 
Romulus High School Princi- 
pal Tom Dolan, William Kor- 
negay, Romulus Engine 
Operation/Powertrain and Mil- 
dred Brabson, Romulus Hous- 
ing Commission. 

At an April 14 meeting, 
Western Campus Dean Dr. 
Carol Culpepper received pro 
gram and services reports 
from four subcommittees of 
the council. She will, in turn, 
make recommendations to the 
college president and board 
based on the citizens' reports. 

From a long list of innova- 
tive ideas submitted by the 
council, college officials will 
now have to match the “wish 
list" with budgetary reality. 

“From now to September 
will be an exciting period at 
the campus," said WCCC Presi- 
dent Dr. Rafael Cortada. 

Cortada plans to study the 


recommendations of the com 
munity group when the fall 
program for the center is de 
veloped. 

“Classes will resume in the 
fall with a new synthesis for 
the campus," Cortada said, no- 
ting that future programs must 
fit the needs of the community 
and their employers. “With the 
current problems in educa 
tion, it is more important than 
ever before that we address 
the needs of the community." 

“We are listening to the rec 
ommendations so that we can 
re-create the college that best 
serves the needs of the com 
munity," said Tom Dolan, prin- 
cipal of Romulus High School, 
as he presented an overview of 
the proposed changes. 

Dolan called for programs 
to boost science and math 
knowledge. He noted that the 
students from the U.S. are lis- 
ted in 13th place in science 
and math among the indus- 
trialized nations. 

Tricia Winborn of Family 
and Neighborhood Services 
submitted three recommenda- 
tions from the Community Ser- 
vices Subcommittee: 
Establishment of a family cen 
ter on campus to include coun- 
seling, seminars, workshops 
and tutoring; youth programs 
such as an introductions to 
computers and applied sci- 
ences plus theater, sports and 
a child care center, and com 
munity outreach through a vol- 
unteer speaker bureau, 
academic programs and con 
tinuing education. 

Dr. Anna Loranger, presi- 
dent of the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce, sur- 
veyed local businesses 
through the Business and In- 
dustrial Subcommittee. 

“Utilizing the survey, our 
subcommittee strongly recom- 


mends housing a corporate di 
vision at the Western Campus. 
We feel that a program should 
be devised to work specifically 
with corporations and busi 
nesses in western Wayne 
County," said Dr. Loranger in 
her report. 

Four recommendations 
were made by the Education 
Subcommittee, chaired by 
Ronald Sergeant, director of 
Educational Services for the 
Wayne County Regional Edu 
cation Sendees Agency: Coop 
erative development of a 
science and math center; col 
laborative development of a 
shared vocational/technical 
center; development of an 
assessment-tutorial program 
to aid 10th to 12th graders in 


preparing to pass the state di- 
ploma certification test, and 
designation of space for a con 
ference center to accommo- 
date educational workshops, 
seminars and training. 

Public Relations Subcom 
mittee Chairman Linda Hall, 
vice president of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, 
suggested “a big public rela 
tions splash" to re-open the 
center. 

Hall requested that a staff 
person be assigned to coordi- 
nate public relations for the 
Western Campus. 

The Public Relations Sub 
comittee also suggested host- 
ing seminars, workshops, 
science fairs and other events 
at the site to increase aware- 


ness of the center. 

“Where do we go from 
here?" questioned Ed Clark. 
“These are recommendations 
that won’t be left on someone's 
desk. These recommendations 
will be included in Dr. Culpep- 
per’s final draft and put before 
the full board." 

Members of the Steering 
Committee also include Wayne 
County Commissioner Kay 
Beard, Belleville Chamber of 
Commerce Executive Secre- 
tary Janet Millard, Van Buren 
Public Schools Vocational Ed 
ucation Director Bill Nagy, the 
Rev. Robert G. Williams Jr. of 
St. James United Methodist 
Church, Clark, Dolan, Hall, 
Loranger, Sergeant and Winb- 
orn.

Class A schools not invited to 
participate in the league. 

Romulus lists a 35 percent 
black student ratio, Bedell 
said, and Highland Park re- 
ports a 99.95 percent black stu- 
dent enrollment. 

Those Class A schools in 
Wayne County that have been 
invited to join the league and 
have a substantial black stu- 
dent make-up include the 
Wayne-Westland schools with 
a 13 percent ratio and Be- 
lleville High School with an 18 
percent listing. 

Romulus also is pressing 
the fact that geographically 
Romulus Senior High School 
is in the center of the Mega 
League conference. 

The national civil rights 
unit could have a powerful im- 
pact on the issue, Bedell said, 
as it has the power to suspend 


federal educational dollars 
from schools that practice dis- 
crimination in either sports or 
educational areas. 

The Romulus School Board 
authorized Bedell on April 5 to 
take such legal action follow- 
ing months of discussion of the 
issue. 

High School Principal Tom 
Dolan and Athletic Director 
Jesse Meriweather have been 
strong advocates of league en- 
try, citing powerful Romulus 
athletic play in both football 
and basketball already this 
school year and the opening 
recently of an impressive $4 
million athletic complex at the 
rear of the school. 

In addition, Dolan stresses, 
there has been a zero percent 
complaint level from high 
schools Romulus has com- 
peted against this year. Not 
only have there been no com- 
plaints about our players or 
fans, Dolan said, but we have 
been awarded a number of 
good sportsmanship certifi- 
cates for our competitive level.

Police switch badges,

Takeover of the Detroit- 
Wayne County Metro Airport 
security operations went so 
smoothly and quietly last 
weekend. Airport Director Ro- 
bert Braun said Monday “that 
the public only knew a change 
had been made by the press 
reports it received.” 

Braun said all but a handful 
of Wayne County Sheriffs offi- 
cers have already been sworn 
in as the “Wayne County Air- 
port Police” and have been is- 
sued new uniform patches 
designating that change. 

Since the new official air- 
port police badges have not ar- 
rived yet, Bratfn said, the 
security forces have been 
given temporary badges (last 
worn about 10 years ago.) New 
badges are due on Friday. 

Since the airport security 
team consists of the same per- 
sonnel wearing the same uni 
forms (except for the badges 
and shoulder patches) and the 
main political scrimmage was 
staged inside a quiet Detroit 
court room, there was little to 
attract public attention on a 
quiet weekend at Metro Air- 
port highlighted only by stu- 
dents returning from Spring 


breaks. 

But for the politically as- 
tute, the security force re- 
alignment was just another in 
the never ending jousts bet- 
ween Wayne County Executive 
Ed McNamara and County 
Sheriff Robert Ficano. 

Technically the change was 
sought and obtained by Braun, 
who said he was the third 
Metro Airport director to ask 
for a security staff not aligned 
with the sheriff's department. 

Airport security forces had 
been reporting to the county 
sheriff since 1984, when then 
county Executive William 
Lucas reorganized the unit 
and ended the practice of hav- 
ing them report to the airport 
director. 

By the end of the day Mon- 
day, Braun had fully reversed 
that 1984 edict and said 15 of 16 
communication officers at the 
airport had been sworn in as 
Airport Police officers, with 
the lone holdout asking for a 
switch to a different job site 
and continuation with the 
Sheriffs Department. 

“Of the 96 police officials 
(once sheriff’s officers) who 
come into daily contact with 
the public, 93 have been sworn 
in, one is on vacation and two 
want to remain with the sher- 


bosses 

iff’s department for a while 
longer," Braun said. 

The newly set-up Airport 
Police will patrol both Metro 
and Willow Run Airports and 
airport property in Sumpter 
Township, Braun said. 

Security officials titles will 
change mildly, as Deputy Air- 
port Director Dan Kerber has 
been named police chief and 
his two deputy chiefs are Rick 
Fenton and Mark DeBeau. 
Named as commander is A1 
James. 

Ficano tried to block the 
switch last Friday, but Wayne 
County Circuit Judge Diane 
Hathaway rejected his bid de- 
spite the sheriff's claim it 
could cost the taxpayers about 
$1 million in start-up expenses 
alone. 

While Wayne County Com- 
missioner Bernard Parker was 
quoted as saying airport offi- 
cials “have not even consid- 
ered us in this decision" and 
thus may not get the needed 
budget fund transfers needed, 
Braun felt secure. 

“Federal law says I am re- 
sponsible for the airport’s se- 
curity, state law authorizes the 
airport to create such a police 
force and a circuit court judge 
felt we acted responsively last 
Friday," Braun said.

State recognizes school efforts, awards college accreditation 


The North Central Accredi- 
tation Association (NCAA), an 
organization which certifies 
schools on their academic 
standards for college accep- 
tance, recently gave approval 
to Wayne Memorial High 
School. 

The Wayne staff was 
pleased with the positive com- 
ments of the NCAA. Official 
notification of the acceptance 
of the high school arrived last 
month. 

Wayne Memorial High 
School established a School 
Improvement team two years 
ago to improve student 
achievement and to broaden 
students’ experiences at 
school. 

At the end of last year five 
goals were selected and staff 


members, students, parents 
and community members for- 
med task forces to accomplish 
these goals. 

Public Act 25, the school 
quality legislation, and the 
need for NCAA, were the mo- 
tivating factors in the School 
Improvement process. 
Seventy-eight percent of the 
Wayne staff become actively 
involved in school improve- 
ment. This number did not in- 
clude the many teachers who 
coach, sponsor clubs or class 
activities or who worked on 
the district School Improve- 
ment team. 

As a result of the volunteer 
effort of the Wayne Memorial 
staff, academic assistance tuto- 
ring takes place before, during 
and after school daily, stu- 
dents have academic planners, 


in-house suspension is being 
established, more field trips 
have been taken, cultural ac- 
tivities are in the process, 
Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) assis- 
tance programs have been 
established, and the staff 
baked breakfast treats for the 
students on the days the MEAP 
tests were taken. 

As a result of this outstand- 
ing effort, Wayne Memorial 
High School has been targeted 
as a model school for develop- 
ing an improvement plan that 
works.

ADVANCED MEDICINE 
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Former resident guilty of drug charges 


A former Belleville resident 
is one of four men found guilty 
of violating federal drug traf 
ficking laws. 

Herbert Micou, 62, formerly 
of Belleville; Kenneth Chris- 
tunas, 37, of West Bloomfield; 
David Christunas, 33, of Gar 
den City, and Robert Johnson, 
39 of Ortonville, were con- 
victed following a four-week 
trial. In addition to the defen- 
dants who were found guilty by 
the jury, six other defendants 
had previously entered guilty 
pleas in the case. 

Sentencing is scheduled on 
July 20. The defendants face a 
maximum penalty of up to live 
in prison and a fine of $4 mil- 
lion or both. After the guilty 
verdicts were reached for the 


four men. the court canceled 
their bonds and remanded 
them to the custody of the 
United States marshals to 
await sentence. 

Defendants James Chris- 
tunas, 39, of Gwinn, Mich., and 
Arthur Brayman,40, of Lincoln 
Park, were acquitted. 

The defendants were con- 
victed of conspiracy to distrib- 
ute marijuana. Kenneth 
Christunas was convicted of 
engaging in a continuing crimi- 
nal enterprise, conspiracy to 
launder monetary instruments 
and conspiracy to import mari- 
juana. Kenneth and David 
Christunas also were con- 
victed of possessing with in- 
tent to distribute marijuana. 


“The evidence presented at 
trial established that Kenneth 
Christunas, along with many of 
his brothers, a number of his 
relatives and associates were 
involved in a large scale mari- 
juana trafficking operation 
that spanned several years 
from approximately 1983 to 
1991,“ according to U.S. Attor- 
ney Stephen J. Markman. 
“Over the years, tons of mari- 
juana were brought into south- 
eastern Michigan and the 
Marquette area for distribu- 
tion. 

Kenneth Christunas di- 
rected the marijuana traffick- 
ing enterprise. From the early 
1980s to approximately 1987, 
the enterprise obtained mari 
juana from suppliers in south- 


east Florida, where marijuana 
from Colombia was being 
smuggled in by large ships. A 
number of drivers transported 
the drug from Florida to Mich 
igan, primarily in the trunks of 
cars or in rental trailers. 

Markham said as much as 
3.000 pounds was transported 
at one time. 

When the supply of Colom- 
bian marijuana became scarce 
in 1987, the defendants turned 
their attention to Texas from 
where they were able to obtain 
marijuana from different sup 
pliers. The marijuana was de 
livered to several locations, 
which included the homes of 
Herbert Micou and Robert 
Johnson. Markham said.

Emergency line proves 
to be success in area

After almost four years in 
operation, western Wayne 
County officials believe the 
Enhanced 911 telephone emer- 
gency service has proved its 
worth. 

“It’s the best thing since 
sliced bread,” said Joe Benyo 
of Westland who coordinated 
the program for the 18 commu- 
nities served by the Confer- 
ence of Western Wayne. 

When a caller dials the 911 
number, the individual’s name 
and address appears on a dis- 
patch monitor, which allows 
responding police or firefigh- 
ters to determine the location 
even if the caller is unable to 
communicate the information. 

“Enhanced 911 went on line 
June 1, 1989, for all of the 
Wayne County communities,” 
Benyo said. “We worked 15 
months prior to that date to im- 
plement it.” 

While coordinating the En- 
hanced 911 start up, Benyo had 
more than a year of daily dis- 
cussions with the member 
communities plus weekly 
meetings and an extensive ed- 
ucational campaign. 

"We introduced Enhanced 
911 with flyers, bumper 
stickers, television coverage 
and a special section of an As- 
sociated Newspapers, Inc. edi- 
tion,” Benyo said. “It received 
a terrific response from the 
public safety departments and 
the community. I don’t think 
that there is anyone in the 
area who is not aware of 911.” 

Benyo said the publicity 
surrounding Enhanced 911 - 
including a popular television 
program - has made the name 
a household word. Even peo- 
ple in other countries, which 
do not have emergency ser- 
vices, dial 911 when they are in 
trouble, he said. 

“There’s no one in the 
county who can’t call the nu- 
mber and receive an response. 
If someone calls from a car 
phone, the 911 call is imme- 
diately routed to the nearest 
State Police post. It is deter- 
mined where the closest emer- 
gency dispatcher is located 
and then the call is transferred 
on a direct line to them,” Be- 
nyo said. “For example, if the 
driver said he was at Inters- 
tate-275 and Ford Road, the 
call would be patched through 


to Canton Township.” 

If there is a glitch in the sys- 
tem. the dispatcher contacts 
Michigan Bell personnel who 
then correct it and report back 
to the community dispatcher. 

Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Director Mark Perkins 
said he believes the emer- 
gency service has been well 
utilized. 

“Sometimes, people aren’t 
sure what constitutes an emer- 
gency, but we advise them, 
when in doubt, to dial 911,” 
Perkins said. “We would 
rather have them call 911, than 
to delay the response. If it isn’t 
a real emergency, no one will 
be upset with them. Our dis- 
patcher will just ask them to 
call back at the regular busi- 
ness number.” 

Fire Chief Allen Smolen 
agrees that residents should 
call the emergency number 
even if they are not sure the 
incident qualifies as an emer 
gency. 

“Sometimes people will put 
out a small kitchen fire, and 
then hesitate to call us. We’d 
rather come out and check it 
out, than to be called a few 
hours later when the fire has 
re-started,” Smolen said. “I 
would rather make the re- 
sponse and find that every- 
thing is under control. No one 
should ever be embarrassed or 
hesitant to report an emer- 
gency. 

“At least 80 to 85 percent of 
our emergency calls come 
through the Enhanced 911 nu- 
mber. I think the only people 
who would not use the 911 nu- 
mber are newcomers to the 
area or people who have an 
old telephone book that 
doesn’t list 911,” the fire chief 
said. 

Communications officer La- 
rry Temple said the use of the 
911 service helps to reassure 
callers in an emergency situa- 
tion. 

“As soon as they hear that 
we know their name and ad- 
dress, they calm down. Some- 
times people are- hysterical 
during an emergency, but feel 
comforted when we call them 
by name,” Temple said. “I’ve 
had emergency calls on our 
regular line where people 
were too excited or upset to 
provide information. In those 
cases, I’ve asked them to hang 
up and call back on 911 so that 
we can get their address.” 


House bill calls 
for accountability 


A bipartisan package 
designed to improve accoun- 
tability in state government 
has been approved by the 
Michigan House, said Rep. 
Deborah Whyman (R-Canton), 
a co-sponsor of the legislation. 

The recent House action, 
Whyman said, would: 

• Require biennial audits of 
the Michigan House and Sen- 
ate and all legislative agen- 
cies, commissions and 
councils. 

• Expand the House Fiscal 
Agency governing board and 
mandate quarterly meetings. 

• Establish a legislative 
ethics commission. 

Lawmakers also approved a 
resolution placing all 
business-related House book- 
keeping records under rules 
similar to the Michigan Free- 
dom of Information Act. House 
Resolution 70 requires that: 

• A copy of all House finan- 
cial records be on file in the 
business office and available 
to the public during regular 
office hours. 

• The House speaker or co- 
speakers oversee all pro- 
cedures and have access to the 
financial reports of each 
member. 

“Public scrutiny should be 
welcomed,” Whyman said. 
“Taxpayers and reporters 
must be vigilant as the govern- 
ment conducts its business.” 

While the questionable 
practices at the House Fiscal 
Agency accelerated passage of 
the legislation, Whyman 
added, several reform pro- 
posals have been advocated 
for years by House Republican 
task forces. The climate for 
action has improved consid- 
erably since the shared-power 


arrangement began in Janu- 
ary. The new atmosphere, she 
said, has helped speed pas- 
sage of the biennial audit 
legislation. 

“This bill is crucial because 
it ensures that independent 
sources are checking legisla- 
tive action,” said Whyman. 
“Audits should be conducted 
either by the auditor general 
or certified public accounting 
firms. With safeguards like this 
in place, the House Fiscal 
Agency scandal would have 
been avoided. Now we can 
ensure that it won’t happen 
again.”

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Too high a 
price to pay 

At first, we were shocked-and a bit insulted. Then we 
decided to consider it a rather tasteless attempt at humor. 
But we admit, the retelling of the tale fans the flames of 
our annoyance into something closely resembling right- 
eous indignation. 

Last week, a candidate for a local school board, office 
asked us how much it would cost to ensure that the edi- 
torial endorsement of Associated Newspapers in the upcom- 
ing election went to them. 

We explained, as graciously as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, that this candidate did not have that much 
money-and neither do any of the others. 

And then, ending the conversation as politely as possi- 
ble, we began to consider the full import of such a com- 
ment. 

Is the endorsement of this newspaper for sale? In a 
manner of speaking, but money has nothing to do with the 
price. 

The currency used for our political endorsement of any 
candidate is based in qualifications and experience. We 
demand integrity from them in exchange for our recom- 
mendation to voters. We exact a high price in ethics and 
knowledge. We want a mature, reasonable person willing 
to listen to all sides of an issue before making a decision. 

What we reject immediately and without reconsidera- 
tion is a candidate with a private agenda-and there are 
those strongly suspect of such ulterior motives in the races 
for school board seats this year. 

The price we exact may be too severe for many. We look 
for mature, concerned individuals willing to undertake a 
portion of the responsibility for the management of our 
schools. We look for individuals who are well grounded in 
reality-and yet have maintained their ideals. 

We demand from candidates a recognition of the reality 
of this responsibility. It is usually a thankless and difficult 
job-and in this climate of economic instability, we need 
candidates well versed in the seriousness of school fi- 
nance. 

We wonder at the management skills and financial acu- 
men of an individual who assumes that success can be 
purchased. This is a time for critical financial manage- 
ment and the careful study of every expense. This is the 
time for leadership which understands that every issue 
and every situation does not come down to money and that 
some things, like integrity, pride and ethics need to be 
instilled in our children at an early age by educators who 
themselves possess such qualities. These attributes are 
not a matter of money. 

We value logic which overcomes emotion. We demand 
reason rather than revenge and maturity rather than age. 

Candidates seeking the endorsement of our newspaper 
must be prepared to pay a high price indeed~but it is one 
which has nothing to do with their bank account.

Motorists can expect some 
slow downs around the airport 
this spring as construction be 
gins on the Interstate-94 Merri 
man and Middlebelt 
interchanges. 

The freeway will be re- 
duced to two lanes each way 
from late April through No 
vember and also in the sum 
mer of next year. Routes to the 
airport will remain open to 
traffic with a minimum of de- 
lays, but motorists can expect 
detours and delays when exit 
ing from the airport, according 
to the state Department of 
Transportation. 

Information about traffic 
detours and disruptions will 
be provided to travelers and 
conventioneers by the South- 
east Michigan Council of Gov- 
ernments throughout the 
construction of the new free- 
way interchanges. 

During the construction pe- 
riod, which is expected to con- 
tinue through late fall, drivers 
may want to consider alternate 
east-west routes - Van Born 
Ecorse, Eureka or Pensylvan- 
nia roads. 

When completed, the $23 
million project is expected to 
make access to the airport eas- 
ier and reduce tie-ups on 1-94. 

• Middlebelt Road - The 
ramp from northbound Mid- 
dlebelt to eastbound 1-94 will 
close from approximately May 
1 through July. The ramp car- 
rying combined traffic from 
northbound and southbound 
Middlebelt to westbound 1-94 
will be closed through Novem- 
ber. In addition, northbound 
Middlebelt will be closed bet- 
ween Wick and Smith roads 
from April through July.

To be or not to become a lawyer, that's the question which 
torments Foster Merkul in the dark comedy flick Let's Kill All The 
Lawyers. 

This unique production which was filmed in Michigan pits the 
win-win paradigm against the win lose reality of the legal arena. 

Directed by Ron Senkowski and produced by Shannon 
Hamed, Lawyers is a feature-length dramedy about a young 
man’s bizarre struggle with his subconscious mind and his deci 
sion regarding law school. 

Foster Merkul begins to question the goal of becoming a law- 
yer when his summer internship puts him in the employ of 
Junior Rawley, a city attorney who teaches him every unethical 
legal tactic in the book, and then some, according to Hamed. 

“Ron and I have been working together since 1989 when we 
formed a partnership,” Hamed said. 

Lawyers is a story which is based on Senkowski’s personal 
experience. 

“I came very close to attending law school myself after having 
been prepared to become a lawyer my whole life,” Senkowski 
said. “I subscribed to legal journals and was attracted to the 
idea of settling conflicts through the use of logic.” 

Senkowski said it was when he worked for a lawyer in the 
Detroit Metropolitan area that he changed his thinking of the 
legal system. 

“This lawyer had mastered every bizarre legal tactic there 
was,” Senkowski said. “Through that experience I was awakened 
to the fact that the law wasn’t a search for the truth, it was a 
search for the clients who had the deepest pockets. It was a 
search for the loopholes and the exceptions.” 

Senkowski said he was tired of how the human element was 
put “beyond the back burner.” 

“Something more spiritual or intuitive was pulling at me,” 
Senkowski said. “That’s kind of the whole tension of the film. 
The laws of man versus the nature and the laws of the spirit.” 

Senkowski began writing the script in 1988. The film was 
completed at the end of 1992. 

Within the movie Junior ridicules Foster’s approach to life 
and his emphasis on the laws of nature, forcing Foster to with- 
draw to an interior fantasy world. 

Foster’s visualization exercises get out of control when Satori, 
a ravenous creature of his mind, comes to life. 

Satori brings to reality what was a mere daydream for Foster- 
the wish for legal reform on an unprecedented scale. 

In his search for the answer to the question “To be or not to 
become a lawyer?”, Foster discovers that: 

• Each year more than 100,000 new lawyers are created; that’s 
about 274 lawyers a day, 11 1/2 an hour and one every five 
minutes. 

• In India, a lawyer costs 75 cents. The average case takes 17 
years to resolve. The most common way to win a case is to simply 
outlive your opponent. 

Filming Lawyers took place from October 1990 to August 1991. 
It was released April 2, 1993 at4he Star John R Theatre in 
Madison Heights. 

“This film has a lot of voiceovers which we were able to use up 
to the very end,” Senkowski said. “You use voice overs as the 
glue to save yourself. 

“You can’t always go back and shoot that close up you needed 
or that scene you need. You suddenly realize you have a huge 
hole in your film. That’s when you use the voiceovers.” 

Senkowski and Hamed for 
med a partnership, Lighten Up 
Films, Inc. which is based in 
Southfield. This was the first 
major film they created to 
gether. 

Cost for the production was 
under $1 million and was gath 
ered through various re 
sources. Lawyers was filmed at 
the Metropolitan Airport, in 
Royal Oak, at the Renaissance 
Center, the University of Mich 
igan Law School and at 
Senkowski’s house. 

“We also shot at Cafe Cor- 
tina,” Hamed said. “We were 
very fortunate with finding 
areas to shoot. Many times we 
had individuals or businesses 
approach us offering their es- 
tablishments for us to use.” 

Hamed. who is originally 
from Akron. Ohio, has an eye 
for detail and is very conscien 
tious about making sure the 
production is a success. 

She attended the University 
of Akron, double majoring in 
Mass Communications and 
Business and Organizational 
Communications. 


Her extensive production background includes involvement 
in numerous projects from concept to completion including film, 
broadcast, commercial and corporate presentations. 

“I was kind of struggling to make it in the communications 
business,” Hamed said. “I figured the idea of building a market- 
ing side, those elements of business, would help. So I kind of 
jumped to that and came to Michigan from Ohio where I worked 
as a marketing assistant in various capacities.” 

Hamed ended up working at Continental Cablevision studio 
where she worked as a production coordinator. 

“The nice thing about cable studios is it gives you the option 
to try your hand at many things,” Hamed said. “There is so much 
flexibility so you can direct and produce. 

“Through that process, I became a better producer. That’s 
when 1 actually met Ron because he wrote some television com- 
mercials I produced and directed/’ 

Hamed said she just became tired doing various things that 
were client driven. 

“Ron enrolled in a master’s program at the University of 
Michigan, studying film,” Hamed said. “We got in touch again at 
a Detroit Producer’s Association meeting on documentary 7 Film. 
He asked me then if 1 would be interested in producing his 
scripts on Lawyers.” 

Hamed has been instrumental in several award winning pro- 
jects including the CityVideo competition sponsored by the Arts 
& Entertainment Cable Network for “Southfield, The Center Of 
It All”, and the prestigious ACE award for “SpeakOut.” 

She worked with Senkowski on his short film Forever My Dog. 

Senkowski, a Michigan native, spent most of his formative 
years settling arguments and subscribing to legal journals all in 
preparation for a career as an attorney. 

After eight agonizing grade-point conscious years in high 
school and college, he discovered there was more to life than a 
transcript. 

“I kind of just fell into film,” Senkowski said. “I had gotten 
really drunk one Thanksgiving with a buddy, and we decided to 
go‘to Nicaragua for Christmas. We took a bunch of equipment, 
cameras, and we made a documentary. 

“This documentary threw me into the whole arena of film.” 

Senkowski and his friend gathered $16,000 from charitable 
organizations in Ann Arbor to produce a documentary film on a 
garbage truck. 

Senkowski later landed a job with CBS news while he was 
there and stayed longer. 

“I came back from Nicaragua and found out that a short film I 
had scripted had been chosen to be produced at the University 
of Michigan as part of the master’s program,” Senkowski said. 
“That meant that I had a chance to direct it. That film One hi A 
Silent House played at the Maple Theatre in Bloomfield where I 
was able to raise $20,000 to make another film.” 

The second film he created, Forever My Dog , also played at the 
Maple Theatre. 

“I ended up selling that film to about 13 or 19 foreign coun- 
tries,” Hamed said. “We got good reviews here. That gave us a lot 
of credibility and enabled us to use it as a calling card to raise 
the money and begin pitching for Let's Kill All The Lawyers” 

What did the film duo learn the most from their first major 
production? 

“For me I think I learned that I can make movies in Michi 
gan,” Hamed said. “It took a lot of perseverance, and I hope that 
I’ve learned from my mistakes so we can make an even better 
production next time.” 

For Senkowski, pacing was 
the most important lesson lie 
conquered. 

“When you write something 
on paper, it gets translated 
about 20 times,” Senkowski 
said. “First you edit it, and it 
goes through drafts. Then you 
have to adjust for the actor to 
.his or her style. Then you have 
to look at the performance on 
tape or on film 

“Pacing is definitely the key 
to making a successful film.” 

Hamed and Senkowski are 
already working on another 
feature film entitled Love Af- 
fair which is about t lie* * painter 
Jackson Pollock and stars 
Willem Dafoe. 

“This is based on the mern 
oires of his former lover who 
was also an artist and had a 
long term affair with him,” 
Hamed said.

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Roses beautify homes and gardens,

Roses. 

The word alone conjures 
thoughts of lush beauty and sweet 
fragrance, as it has for centuries. 

Without a doubt, roses are the 
best known and most beloved 
flower in history, and their popu- 
larity continues unabated to this 
day.

Masonry specialist offers 
unique home designs 


When homeowners want a differ- 
ent look for their homes, they call 
Gerhard Seidel. 

The native of Bavaria, Germany 
is known as a masonry specialist 
whose company, Seidel Stone Craft 
and Construction, provides hand- 
crafted stone chimneys, walls, mon- 
uments, pavements, patios, porches, 
building facades, retaining walls, 
rockeries, waterfalls, pools and 
fountains. 

For more than 30 years, Seidel 
has worked as a masonry craftsman. 
Today, his three sons are respons- 
ible for more of the masonry and 
stone work projects and Seidel is 
responsible for most of the adminis- 
trative duties.

“It also requires the most 
craftsmanship,” Seidel said. 

Seidel believes that the time in- 
volved in installing stone and the 
cost are reasons why many people 
tend to shy away from it. Although 
stone work may be a little more ex 
pensive, it isn’t as expensive as 
most people would think, according 
to Seidel. 

The growing popularity of stone 
craft construction keeps Seidel and 
his three sons busy. 

“If the economy is good there is

Time to remove pesky 
weeds is immediately 


Weeds can destroy the serenity of 
any home lawn. 

Broadleaf weeds, such as dande 
lions, pigweed and ragweed, are 
common lawn invaders and difficult 
to eradicate. 

Fortunately, they’re easy to pull 
out by hand and nearly any child 
can handle the task if an adult dein 
onstrates how to do it correctly. 

The best time to pull weeds is 
when the earth is loose or soft, such 
as in spring, a day or two after a 
light rain. 

Because a weed’s roots can glow 
much longer below ground than its 
above ground height, it’s important 
to pull straight up to get as much of 
the root as possible. 

It’s also important to grasp the 
weed at the crown, the thick 
stemmed area just above the soil 
surface, to pull out the entire plant. 

If a lawn has an abundance of 
broadleaf weeds, a weed killing 
spray can be applied, but only as a 


last resort. Never apply an her- 
bicide in the presence of children 
or pets and strictly follow label di 
rections. 

Weeds around shrubs and trees 

Though most grasses won’t grow 
in the shade around the bases of 
shrubs and trees, some weeds seem 
not to mind. 

Any family member can remove 
the weeds by pulling them out by 
hand, then use a spade to dig up any 
weed roots remaining below the soil 
surface. 

The next step may require two or 
more people, depending on the size 
and shape of the shrub or tree. 
Place a strip of landscape fabric on 
the soil in a ring around the trunk 
securing it with fabric pegs. 

The inside edge of the fabric 
should come up to the trunk. Once 
the fabric is in place, cover it with 
gravel or wood nuggets and you 
won’t see another weed there for 
years.

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Battle for airport security control continues

The emotion-charged battle over control of the 
security forces at the Detroit-Wayne County Air- 
port has been put on a technical hold until at 
least May 5. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Diane Hath- 
away blocked (for at least two weeks) County 
Sheriff Robert Ficano’s threat of firing all of his 
former deputies, who had been sworn in as Air- 
port Police officers. 

Hathaway on Wednesday cited the stress the 
current deputies were enduring while Ficano 
and County Executive Ed McNamara fought for 
control of the security force, issued the legal 
block and urged Ficano to obtain independent 
counsel prior to that date. 

The battleground of the legal tussle expanded 
from the courts to the Wayne County Commis- 
sioners chambers on Friday, as Ficano sought to 
finalize for control of the sheriff’s department 
equipment at the airport, including vehicles, nar 
cotic tracking dogs and even specially trained 
officers. 

Ficano was first alerted to the takeover of the 
airport-based forces April 16 by Airport Director 
Robert Braun.

Ficano went to court the same day to try to 
have Braun’s actions halted, but Hathaway re- 
jected his bid. 

Following that judicial action, Braun’s forces 
began swearing in deputies at the airport and 
issuing the Airport Police shoulder patches and 
temporary badges. New badges were slated for 
distribution last Friday, but reportedly were not 
to arrive until late in the day. The distribution 
was slated to begin Saturday and continue this 
week. 

Donald Cox, president of the Deputy Sheriff’s 
Local 502, AFL-CIO, then charged that Ficano 


was issuing the threats of firings at daily roll 
calls. Cox said Ficano was telling the deputies 
anyone sworn in by Friday would be automat- 
ically fired and he also was demanding they turn 
in their former deputy' badges and identification 
papers. 

Cox said the 1,200 county deputy sheriffs feel 
that Wayne County is their ultimate employer and 
that they want the switch to the Airport Police 
division to be considered a job transfer. 

"If one of the new Airport Police officers at a 
later date wants to switch to downtown Detroit 
offices of the Sheriffs Department, they would do 
so without losing any seniority or to face any job 
penalty,” Cox said. 

Candace L. Avery. Sheriff’s Department public 
information director, said Ficano’s comments on 
firings is based on the strongly held belief that no 
person “can serve two masters.” 

For the public, the view of security officers at 
the airport shows little change. The new Airport 
Police are the same men serving the airport the 
week before and even the uniforms and cars are 
the same. The only differences are new shoulder 
patches and badges attached to the uniforms and 
signs on the police car doors now say "Airport 
Police” instead of Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment.

East meets West 
in classroom

While their husbands are working and their 
older children are at school, a group of Japa- 
nese women practice conversational English 
in a twice-weekly class. 

‘Today, we’ll be talking about having a bad 
day,* said instructor Debbie Green prior to the 
Wednesday afternoon session. ‘We do our les- 
sons in story telling form. I ask about a bad 
day that they’ve had, and they talk about some 
of their experiences.* 

From their conversations, the good days 
seem to far outweigh the bad ones for the 
women. Each was eager to talk about her good 
experiences, but none seemed ready to dis- 
cuss any negative ones. 

When quizzed about what they liked most 
about their stay in the United States, Yoko 
Shibushita said, ‘People are kind.* 

‘I like the big house, the big garden and 
people with big hearts,* said Terumi 
Yamamoto. 

The educational system and the oppor- 
tunities for volunteerism in the schools 
impressed Yoko Kurisu whose son attends 
Plymouth-Salem High School and daughter 
attends West Middle School. 

‘It’s important for me to experience another 
culture. It also helps me to see the Japanese 
culture again in contrast/ said Yoko Sasaki. ‘I 
enjoy orchestras and I’ve attended concerts in 
Detroit, Chicago and Toronto.* 

Instructor Debbie Green has taught English 
as a second language for 10 years, and wel-

corned the opportunity to teach the conversa- 
tional English class to the wives and families 
of Mazda Manufacturing (now Auto Alliance, 
Inc.) staff members from Japan. In addition to 
those associated with the Mazda firm, some 
families of staff members of Nissan and other 
Japan-based businesses have joined the class. 

While their mothers are learning a new lan- 
guage, the children play in an adjoining room 
at Geneva Presbyterian Church on Sheldon 
Road which provides the meeting facilities. 

‘We have two semesters, and sometimes 


summer classes also. I’m teaching at mixed 
levels because some of the women have 
attended the class for six months, while 
others have taken English lessons for a year 
or more/ she said. ‘This is a very difficult lan- 
guage for the students to learn because our 
sentence construction is different from Japa- 
nese. Whatever rules we have in grammar are 
upside down and inside out in the other

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Store owner plagued by series of robberies

A Wayne business owner is very distraught 
over the more than five armed robberies which 
have occurred at his 7-11 Food Store on An- 
napolis within the last six months. 

Darwin Snyder, manager and co-owner of the 
Wayne 7-11, believes the recent bond reduction 
for Inkster resident Jovan Claybron, 18, who was 
allegedly involved in the March 26 7-11 armed 
robbery, was unjust 

Claybron was arrested by the Wayne Police 
Department and charged with armed robbery On 
April 14 he appeared for an examination before 
29th District Court Judge Carolyn Archbold, and 
the initial $25,000 cash bond was reduced to 
$10,000 or 10 percent. 

“We've had a rash of robberies within the last 
five to six months,” Snyder said. “Out of those 
incidents, only one individual was sent to a juve- 
nile home. 

“I didn't think with this last incident the bond 
should have been reduced. He’s now back on the 
streets until his next court date downtown. Who 
knows what will happen then. This process is a 
little too lax in my book.’’ 

Snyder said he has applied every means of

security to protect the business and his em- 
ployees. 

“I think her actions (Judge Carolyn Archbold) 
were not right,” Snyder said. *’I think our busi- 
ness and the life of my employees is worth more 
than she has assessed it at. This guy could come 
back for retribution.” 

Snyder praised the Wayne Police Department 
with the investigation of the various robberies. 

“Everyone did a good job until it came to the 
reduction of the bond,” Snyder said. “It’s incredi- 
ble that drunk drivers are being treated harsher 
than armed robbers. To me, armed robbery is a 
drastic crime only less than murder.” 

Snyder said in the last 13 years he has run the 


7-11 an average of one robbery every two years 
took place. 

“We just have to put a stop to this,” Snyder 
said. 

Archbold said her actions were within the pa- 
rameters prescribed in these situations. She said 
had she had taken any other action on the bond 
on April 14, she wouldn’t have been impartial. 
She said by law she has to follow certain pro- 
cedures. 

“It’s my job to be impartial,” Archbold said. 
“When I hear a bond argument, and most involve 
lowering a bond, there are several factors by 
court rule a judge has to look at. 

“I have to consider his prior criminal record, 
his record of appearance or non appearance in 
court his ties to the community and recommen- 
dations from the police officer in charge of the 
case and prosecuting and defending attorneys.” 

Archbold said if there was a case where the 
defense attorney requested a bond reduction, but 
the officer in charge had substantial information 
of a previous criminal history', than she would 
have to take that into consideration with lowering 
the bond. 

“I can only make a decision based on the infor 
mation that is provided to me,” Archbold said.

It may be called “The Star 
Plan", but if the majority of lo- 
cal school superintendents 
had their way, the star would 
be falling. 

Proposal A. also known as 
the STAR plan (School and 
Taxpayer Agenda for Reform), 
is a proposed constitutional 
amendment that would roll 
back school property' taxes to 
20 mills, increase the state 
sales tax from 4 to 6 cents and 
guarantee all schools spend a 
minimum of at least $5,000 per 
pupil. 

The proposal would also 
limit future property assess- 
ment hikes to 5 percent or the 
rate of inflation, whichever is 
less, if approved. 

A special election, sched- 
uled for June 2, will determine 
the fate of the proposal. 

Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of Romulus schools, 
says the proposal is too vague, 
confusing, and is asking the vo- 
ters and taxpayers to believe 
something that truly isn’t He 
is also suspicious of Gov. John 
Engler’s motivation for sup 
porting the proposal. 


“Engler's motivation is not 
to help the schools or the child 
of this state, but to fulfill a 
campaign promise, specifi- 
cally, to cut property taxes. 

“And we’re not sure that 
this proposal will even do 
that.” 

Bedell added that the ill- 
advised proposal would de 
stroy school such districts as 
Romulus. 

“For years we have worked 
to become an out of formula 
school district,” Bedell contin 
ued, “and we finally accom- 
plished our goal. Now this 
governor comes along and 
wants to take from our chil- 
dren what so many have 
worked so hard to give them. 
Why does he need to involve 
the out-of-formula school dis- 
tricts?” 

As opposed to an in-formula 
school district which requires 
state aid to help finance the 
district, an out-of-formula 
school district generates 
enough tax revenues to meet 
the financial obligations with 
little or no reliance on state 
help. 

Bedell also said that if the 
proposal is approved, it would 
open the door for a state take- 


over of the local school dis- 
trict. 

“Proposal A would remove 
schools out of the jurisdiction 
of the local school board and 
hand it over to the state.” 

Inkster School Superinten- 
dent Dr. Edmond Beverly also 
expressed some concerns over 
the pending legislation. 

“It would definitely hurt our 
school district if this proposal 
were to be approved by the vo- 
ters,” Beverly said. “On one 
hand, the state would give us a 
little more money, but then 
take it with the other hand by 
forcing us to pay such things as 
retirement, Social Security 
taxes, plus some of the cate 
goricals. 

“We definitely are not in fa- 
vor of this proposal,” Beverly 
added. 

However, James Richendol 
lar, superintendent of Van 
Buren schools, believes that 


Proposal A is “a much fairer 
way to fund schools than tlje 
present system.” 

“This over reliance on prop- 
erty 1 tax to fund schools must 
end." Richendollar said. “For 
years now there has been an 


outcry for property tax and 
school finance reform because 
of the instability and the inad- 
equateness of the tax. We are 
presently levying 45.25 mills 
for schools in this school dis- 
trict and this is putting a bur 
den on our residents. This 
proposal is more equitable.” 

The Michigan Association of 
School Boards apparently 
agrees. Earlier this month, the 
MASB pledged to support Pro- 
posal A. The support came in a 
unanimous vote by the 21- 
member board of directors. 


“Correcting school funding 
inequities of this magnitude 
requires pulling together for 
the good of all children, not 
just those in one district,” said 
Jim Dittmer, a past MASB 
president, from Mason County 
Central Schools. 

Justin King, MASB execu 
tive director, added: “What’s 
good about this plan is that 
funding from the sales tax in- 
crease will be guaranteed by 
the Constitution. School dis- 
tricts will no long be pawns in 
the political process.” 



Voters mixed on Proposition A

More than half of the area 
residents surveyed about 
Proposition A are still unde- 
cided on the merits of the pro- 
posal which will appear on the 
June 2 ballot. 

The remainder of those sur- 
veyed voiced strong opinions 
pro and con on the issue. 

Proposition A, if approved, 
would raise the sales tax from 
four cents to six cents on each 
dollar spent, excluding food. 
In turn, the proposal would 
roll back property taxes to bet- 
ween 18 and 27 mills. 

“No, I won’t vote for it,” said 
Inkster school teacher Georgia 
Sutherby. “It’s the same as the 
old Lottery game. It won’t help 
education. 

“Schools can’t function with 
the pittance that the plan will 


provide. Local districts will go 
back to the taxpayers for more 
money, and they will say ‘No, 
we’re paying sales taxes for ed 
ucation.’ Districts won’t be 
able to pass future millages,” 
said Sutherby. 

“I’ll vote yes,” said Jim 
Bargo of Wayne. “Everyone 
has to pay sales tax, so it’s fair 
for everybody.” 

“They'll get you both ways - 
property or sales tax,” said 
Roger Dolcino of W'ayne. 
“They tell us that If they raise 
sales tax, they’ll lower taxes on 
our houses. But, they’ll end up 
raising the appraisals and our 
taxes will go up.” 

“Two cents more won’t hurt 
anyone. I don’t mind paying 
more sales tax,” said Joan 
Rich of Inkster. 

Eleanor Zoumbaris of West- 
land is uncertain of how she 


will vote on the June 2 ballot. 

“I’ll have to read more 
about it. It’s a very serious is- 
sue,” Zoumbaris said. “I’d like 
to hear more about it from 
both sides.” 

A Dearborn Heights woman 
said she preferred the present 
tax system to the one proposed 
on the June 2 ballot. 

“People can deduct their 
property taxes from their in 
come tax, but not their sales 
taxes,” the woman said. 

A Wayne resident stopped 
his vehicle to comment “it’s 
the same old tax and spend” to 
the Associated Newspapers re- 
porter. 

Two Canton Township res- 
taurant patrons and two 
Wayne senior citizens said 
they did not know enough 
about the proposal to makp a 
decision.

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Clowning around 

World-famous clown brines smiles

Loyal fans of the famous 
clown, Emmett Kelly Jr., 
waited patiently in line at 
Leo’s Jewelry and Gifts in 
Wayne for their favorite mime 
to sign their collectible figu 
fine April 22. 

Thi s was the first visit to 
Wayne for Kelly, according to 
David and Larry Zuckerman, 
owners of Leo’s Jewelry and 
Gifts. 

“We’re very pleased with 
the turnout,” David Zucker- 
man said. “This is a big event 
for Leo’s and the City of 
Wayne.” 

Kelly is touring the U.S., vis- 
iting various shops which 
house his figurines. He is a 
mime who will not speak while 
in costume. 

Kelly has been a clown for 
32 years. At 68, he’s an institu 
tion with a line of collectibles 
bearing his likeness, an ani- 
mated Christmas special in 
production and a legion of fans 
around the world. 

This famous clown is an in- 
spiration to many children and 
adults. He was born Nov. 13, 
1924 in Dyersburg Tenn. 

Kelly’s parents were also 
circus acts. His father, Emmett 
Sr., originated the character of 
Wearie Willie and his wife, 
Eva May Moore Kelly, was an 
aerial act for the same 
company-the John Robinson 
Circus. 

When he was old enough to 
enter school, Kelly quit tour- 
ing with his parents. At age 9, 
his parents were divorced 
causing his life to become as 
nomadic as the circus life his 
parents had led. 

But early on Kelly didn't 
want to be a circus clown. He 
wanted to be a Greyhound Bus 
driver. He admired the drivers 
because they were always nice 
to him as he traveled between 
the homes of various relatives. 

When Kelly turned 16, there 
was no more living with rela- 
tives. His father told him to go 
to work, so he waited tables in 
Lafayette, Ind. for $14 a week. 
He worked a variety of other 
jobs until April 13, 1943 when 
he was drafted.

David Zuckerman 


In 1944, Kelly was stationed 
in Fort Lauderdale. He re- 
ceived a 72-hour pass to visit 
his father in Sarasota, but got 
stranded in the middle of Flor- 
ida between the two coasts, at 
10 p.m. unable to catch a car. 

The man that picked him up 
that evening had a 15-year-old 
niece in Miami. Kelly ar- 
ranged to date her on his way 
back. 

Although Kelly transferred 
to Camp Bradford, Va. and 
New Orleans, he continued to 
correspond with the Miami 
girl-Dorothy. Shortly after, 
Kelly took a leave of absence 
and went to Columbus, Ga. to 
be married. 

During the rest of his stint 


in the Navy, Kelly was on a 
ship that participated in the 
invasions of both Iwo Jima and 
Okinawa. He was discharged 
Dec. 19, 1945. 

Kelly worked a variety of 
jobs-some for the railroad un- 
til 1960 when he made his 
clown debut as Wearie Willie. 
In the summer of 1962, he took 
a six-month leave of absence 
from the railroad and toured 
with the Hagen-Wallace Circus 
in Florida as the star. 

Following Hagen-Wallace, 
Kelly clowned at beauty pag- 
eants, hootenanys- wherever 
he could get work. In 1964, he 
gave up traveling a year to 
work for Kodak at their 
World’s Fair Pavilion in Flush 


ing, NY. During that time he 
set two world’s records. 

It was estimated that more 
than five million photos were 
taken of him, making Kelly the 
world’s most photographed 
person. He was also the sub- 
ject of the world’s largest 
photo-a 30 by 36 foot picture 
that lit up the side of the Ko 
dak pavilion. 

Four years after the close of 
the World’s Fair, Emmett con- 
tinued to act as Kodak’s Am- 
bassador of Goodwill-visiting 
more than 2,400 children’s and 
Veteran’s hospitals. It was 
probably the most rewarding 
time of his clowning career. 
His most spectacular story is 
as follows: 

“There was this one little 
girl. .must have been about 12 
years old. It was in a hospital 
in New Orleans. Kelly walked 
to her bedside, but was told 
the girl had been in a coma for 
three months; couldn’t see, 
hear, talk or Understand. 

Kelly autographed one of 
his postcards and put it bet- 
ween her fingers. Then he 


walked away. As soon as he left 
the room she opened her eyes, 
looked up at a priest and said, 
‘Who was that man?’ the priest 
told her, ‘Honey, that was an 
angel in a clown suit.”’ 

The story' doesn't end there. 
Eight years later, Kelly met a 
girl performing as a mime and 
twirling batons. She told him 


that she was the same girl he 
had saved that day in the hos- 
pital. 

Kelly started his own circus- 
The All-Star Circus. It was the 
only circus to perform at the 
White House and it played 
there twiee-in 1972 for Tricia 
Nixon Cox and in 1973 for the 
White House Easter Egg Hunt. 


Suspects arraigned in assault cases

Two men allegedly involved 
in separate sexual assaults 
have been arraigned in West- 
land District Court.

Charles Bokos and is charged 
with third-degree criminal 
sexual conduct. Self, who was 
ordered to post a $5,000 cash 
bond, faces a preliminary ex- 
amination April 29. 

Sokol Ndrejaj, a 25-year-old 
Livonia resident is accused of 
sexually assaulting a 20-year- 
old female employee on April 
7. Ndrejaj, who owns Murphy’s 
Coney Island at 8301 Wayne 
Road, forced the woman to 
have oral sex with him, police 


said. Ndrejaj, who is a citizen 
of Albania, was arraigned Fri- 
day by 18th District Magistrate 
Joseph Costanzo and is 
charged with third-degree 
criminal sexual conduct. 
Ndrejaj, was ordered to post a 
$10,000 cash bond will appear 
for a preliminary court hear- 
ing May 13. 

Criminal sexual conduct is a 
felony punishable up to 15 
years in jail.

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Michigan director 
awakens camp memories 


Just when you thought the classic feel-good-all-over movies have faded into the 
^^dark, along comes Indian Summer. 

Indian is written and directed by Michigan native Mike Binder. The Touchstone 
Pictures nostalgic movie awakens the memories of a group of eight adults in their 
30s and reignites their favorite life experiences at their old youth summer camp 
Young at heart, and wishing they were kids again, these grown up campers including 
Matthew (Vincent Spano) and his wife Kelly (Julie Warner), Jennifer (Elizabeth 
Perkins), Brad (Kevin Poliak), Beth Walden (Diane Lane), Jack Belston (Bill Pax 


ton), camp jock Jamie (Matt Craven) and Gwen (Kimberly Williams). 

Despite the camper’s efforts to simply relax, the rigorous activities, plus two de- 
cades of memories, trigger each of them to examine where their life choices 
have taken them, and to wonder, if, perhaps, it is possible to come of age more 
f than once. 

i This story is a reflection of Binder’s, camp memories. He explained that the 
characters represent a small portion of his feelings about attending camp. 

The location for the film. Camp Tamakwa in Canada'a Algonquin Provincial 


Park, is the actual summer camp Binder attended for 10 years during his youth. 
“There wasn’t really one character which was like me because they were all 
like me I would say except for the Diane Lane character, and the Alan Arkin and 
Sam Raimi characters,” Binder said. 

Shooting began Aug. 27 and continued on location for eight weeks at Camp Tamakwa. 
Binder said originally the story was set in 1969 and titled Northern Lights. 

“The whole idea of summer camp is very sentimental and nostalgic for me,” Binder said. 
“But at the same time, I thought it would be a very uneasy experience to go back to summer 
camp as a grown-up. I’ve made the trip there as an adult a couple of times, and as much fun 
as it was, it almost felt like returning to the scene of a crime.” 

What was Binder’s favorite camp memory? 

“The most emotional memory I have is the first day of camp.” Binder said. “When I would 
get there, I hated it because I wanted to be back with my parents at home. Then, the other 
memory is the last day at camp, and I loved it so much that I didn’t want to go home.” 

Selecting the site didn’t take long because Binder said he 
knew lie wanted to film at the actual camp he attended. 

'I first looked all over South Carolina and other places so 
people would know that I looked at other camps. Binder said 
But then when I took the producers to that camp, they agreed 
j and thought it was the place to shoot.'

Because the film was shot during the end of the summer, early fall months, the production crew 
was faced with Mother Nature’s wrath at that time, according to Binder. 

‘The weather was horrible,* Binder said. ‘It was one of the rainiest summers ever in Algonquin 
Park. You’re an hour from the closest city. You can’t drive cars. 

‘All in all it was a very tough shoot. 1 

The cast didn't actually live in the Tamakwan cabins during the filming. Binder said they 

had individual condos available near the camp.

School days 

Volunteer renovation effort seeks support

Motorists who pass by the 
old Perrinsville School on 
Warren Road near Merriman 
may not realize that they are 
looking at a piece of history. 

The 1856 structure was the 
first brick school built in 
Nankin Township and is 
presently undergoing a mas- 
sive renovation in an attempt 
to return it to a usable eondi 
tion. 

“It's part of our history,” 
explained Jo Johnson, who is 
co chairing a fundraiser to 
help defray the expense of 
the renovation. “The bricks 
in the schoolhouse were 
made 1/4 mile away from the 
school. It has so much histori- 
cal value,” Johnson said. 

Former co-owners Mar- 
cello Scappatticei and A1 
fonso Tabaka bought the site 
from a church that was using 
the schoolhouse as a Bible 
school. The two developers 
(donated) the land and 
schoolhouse to the city. 

Gilbert said the total value 
of the Perrinsville project, 
including the land, building, 
materials and volunteer 
work is about $330,000. 

So far, the project has re 
ceived $45,115 from a state 
grant and $28,000 from the 
city to buy materials. 

The work is being per- 
formed by students and vol- 
unteers, but funding is 
desperately needed. 

Friends of the Westland 


Historical Museum are 
planning a rummage sale 
from 10 a. m. until 6 p.m. May 
8 at the museum on Wayne 
road and are seeking dona 
tions. They will accept all 
items except clothing for 
sale and all the proceeds 
will be used toward the res- 
toration of the Perrinsville 
School. 

“We want to raise as much 
as we can. We will use the 
money for mostly furnish 
ings,” said Johnson. 

Co-chairman Ruth Dale 
said she hopes to raise $2,000 
from this fund raiser. Pre 
vious fund raisers, such as 
book and garage sales, bake 
sales and selling products 
from Frankenmuth have all 
been used to raise money for 
the restoration of the old 
schoolhouse. Johnson said 
she expects to have addi 
tional fund raisers as well. 

First phase renovations, 
including the interior and ex- 
terior of the building, should 
be concluded by the second 
week of June, Westland 
Housing and Community De- 
velopment Director James 
Gilbert said. 

There were a lot more ren- 
ovations than the Per- 
rinsville Renovation 
Committee expected, John- 
son said. 

“Perrinsville is one of the 
oldest buildings in Westland 
and its been sitting there 
empty quite a few years,” 
Johnson said. 


The school was vacant for 
many years and during that 
time a car ran into it. The 
building needed a new roof, 
new windows, new shutters 
and one wall had to be re 
bricked, Johnson said 

The students are helped 
by community volunteers, 
such as members of the Per 
rinsville Renovation Com- 
mittee. There has been some 
professional help, but the 
work has been done mainly 
by volunteers, Johnson said. 

The seniors who worked 
on the renovations will be 
honored at the May 3 West- 
land City Council meeting. 
When the seniors graduate in 
June, the rest of the work will 
have to be contracted out or 
done by volunteers, Johnson 
said. 

“I don't think after this 
(phase one) we will be using 
students, ” Johnson said. 

Gilbert said there would 
probably be about two or 
three more phases involved 
to finish the project. How- 
ever, Gilbert said, the build- 
ing would be usable after 
phase one is complete and a 
certificate of occupancy is 
obtained. 

When the site is usable, lo- 
cal schoolchildren will be 
permitted to come spend the 
day at the school being 
taught subjects that children 
in those days would have 
learned. They will use old 
textbooks and write on slates 
instead of paper. 


Murder conviction is overturned

Robert Williams Jr. of Tay- 
lor, convicted of a pair of mur- 
ders in Romulus in 1985, will 
get a new day in court, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled Wednes- 
day. 

In a split decision, 5-4, the 
top court ruled that Romulus 
police failed to inform Will- 
iams of his “Miranda rights” to 
remain silent until he could 
talk to his defense attorney. 

Williams was found guilty of 
killing Van Hooper, 24, and 
Charles C. Stanley, 28, both of 
Taylor. Their bodies were 
found in a parked car on April 
6 on rural California Street in 


Romulus more than 12 hours 
after they were killed. 

Stanley was found in the 
front seat of a black Volvo and 
Hooper in the rear. Both died 
of gunshots to the head, police 
said. 

According to court records, 
Romulus police questioned 
Williams, then 29. after his ar- 
rest on April 10 for about 40 
minutes prior to informing 
him of his rights to remain si- 
lent. 

Williams later waived his 
Miranda rights and continued 
to implicate himself, police 
said at the time. 

Williams was found guilty 
by a Wayne County jury and 
sentenced to life imprison 


ment. 

That conviction was upheld 
several times by state appeals 
courts, but in 1991 the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court agreed the police 
had acted improperly and 
claimed the defendant’s con- 
fession was coerced. 

The state appealed that de- 
cision to the U.S. Supreme 
Court and on Wednesday it an- 
nounced the state view were 
rejected and a new trial was 
ordered. 

The majority opinion was 
written by Justice David Sou- 
ter. Joining him in the majority 
vote were Justices Byron 
White, Harry Blackmun, John 
Paul Stevens and Anthony 
Kennedy.

Binder moved to Los An- 
geles, and became a regular 
performer at The Comedy 
Store. 

During the summers, he re- 
turned to his hometown and 
created and produced comedy 
concerts, mixing performing 
bands with comedy acts. 

He took these “comedy 
jams” all around the state from 
Detroit to Kalamazoo and Ann 
Arbor. 

As a hot young comic per- 
former, he was interviewed by 
PBS 1 “Late Night America” di- 
rector Bill Pace, who later col- 
laborated with him to film The 


Detroit Comedy Jam/* a live 
HBO concert which Binder 
wrote, produced and starred 
in. 
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“They will actually be hav- 
ing classes there (Per 
rinsville school),” Dale said. 

The schoolhouse will be 
available to school classes 
during the week and open to 
the public on the weekends. 
It may also be available as a 
meeting place for special 
events. Dale said.

Speed limit protest planned 


The National Motorists As- 
sociation (NMA), an 11-year- 
old grass-roots group based in 
Dane, Wisconsin, is organizing 
a nation-wide protest today 
challenging the federally man 
dated national maximum 
speed limit 

The protest known as “Civil 
Obedience Day," will take the 
form of an organized mass 
drive on specified local high- 
ways at precisely the manda- 
ted 55 mph speed limit. The 
effort covers 22 states and lo- 
cally kicks off at 11 a.m.

social protest,” said Steve 
Purdy, the NMA Michigan 
chapter coordinator. “Now 
we'll be using civil disobe- 
dience to make our point. The 
point is that the speed limits 
are outdated, unrealistic and 
generally ignored.” 

Michigan protesters will 
meet today at the Tel-Twelve 
Mall at Telegraph and 12 Mile 
roads. Sponsors estimate some 
50 cars will hit the road at 11 
a.m. heading toward 1-696. cir- 
cling back to I 94 and I- 75 and 
ending up back at the starting 
point sometime this afternoon. 
Each driver, in convoy fashion 
five car lengths apart, will 


have emergency lights on and 
pace themselves at exactly 55 
mph. 

Speed limits and enforce- 
ment, organizers said, have lit- 
tle relationship to highway 
fatalities and create “over- 
zealous” police officers trying 
to generate revenue for local 
government and insurance 
companies. Speed laws were 
just part of the “discouraging 
general direction” driving 
laws were taking in the early 
1980s, NMA founder James 
Baxter said.

This summer should be a 
banner season for recreation 
vehicle (RV) travel, industry 
experts are predicting. 

Recreation Vehicle Indus- 
try Association (RVIA), sur- 
veyed 2,000 die- hard RVers 
nationwide recently about 
their summer travel plans and 
preferences. Of those planning 
more trips in 1993, a third said 
they postponed trips last year 
for reasons that included poor 
weather and tight pocketbooks 
and now “want to make up for 
it” 

And they’re going to travel 
farther from home, the survey 
concluded A total of 87 per- 


cent said they expect to roll up 
more miles 4,100 on average. 

A cross-country tour and 
Orlando/Disney World were 
destinations most frequently 
mentioned. Close behind were 
the beaches of the Florida 
panhandle; the burgeoning 
“meeca” of Branson. Mo.; and 
the Great Smoky Mountains, 
Other popular responses in- 
clude: the Grand Canyon; 
Rocky Mountains; Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch country; Nashville; 
Wisconsin Dells/Door County; 
the coast of Maine and Yellow 
stone National Park. 

Nearly 10 percent said they 
were new to RVing, having pur- 


chased vehicles in the last 12 
months. This reflects the re- 
surgence in sales the industry 
experienced in 1992, its best 
year since 1989. 

Other key findings of the 
study; 

• Forty three percent of RV 
owners plan to travel the Me- 
morial Day holiday. Memorial 
Day RV trips will last an aver- 
age of nine days and cover 800 
miles round trip. 

• Forty five percent of those 
polled will celebrate the 
Fourth of July on the road. RV 
trips planned around the 
Fourth will average 11 days 
and 1,150 round-trip miles. 


Eighty two percent will dis- 
play the American flag at cam- 
psites and/or on vehicles on 
July 4th. 

Orlando/Kissimmee, Fla. 
edged Myrtle Beach, S.C. as 
the city or locale that makes 
RVers most welcome. Tennes 
see earned two top five spots; 
Gatlinburg/Pigeon Forge was 
third and Nashville tied Bran 
son for fourth. Other cities 
deemed RV-friendly were 
Flagstaff, Ariz. and Las Vegas. 

There were some whose 
wanderlust would take them to 
other shores, particularly Aus- 
tralia and Europe. One West 
Virginia woman lamented that 
her RV “Didn’t have wings” for 
a trip to the Bahamas.
